TWIN FALLS - The '^vin Falls 
public defender and one pthcr attor- 
ney filed motions last week challeng- 
ing the procedures used by Twin 
Falls County in a September grand 
jury. 

The two filings brought the total 
number of defense attorneys chal- 
lenging the grand jury to five.

*ing the last week ot September have 
been challenged on grounds ranging 
from improper evidence to prosecu- 
torial misconduct. 

Public Defender Michael J. Wood 
challenged the indictments of his 
six defendants saying, among ocher 
things, the grand jury was not given 
proper legal advice and that the 
county did not have n systematic 
policy of choosing between the two 
alternative medti's orprosccution. 

In Idaho, a piusccutor-ean choose 
one of two pre-trial prosecuting pro- 


cedures — a grand jury or by pre- 
senting cvidence'in a preliminary 
hcoringb.efpro a magistrate judge. 

In addition, attorney *Thoma8 D. . 
Kershaw Jr., who is representing 
one indicted defendant, filed o chal- 
lenge Nov. 25. 

Twin Foils County Deputy Prose- 
cutor Joel, Horton said the prosecu- 
tor’s office did not wont to comment, 
on the grand jdry challenges, except 
in court hearings. 

“We feel the place to respond to 


these chollenges is in court,** Hor- 
ton said. 

A hcoring is scheduled for 
Wednesday in 5th District Court. 

Wood asked for dismissol of the 
six indictments against his de- 
fendonts on seven specific grounds 
that arc similar to the arguments 
raised by the other four attorneys. 
Among Wood’s grounds to -sup- 
port his dismissol requests arc; 

•The grand jury was not in- 
structed properly on legal principles 


governing the ollcged criminal 
oclivity. 

•The grand jury was not told they 
should.osk for evidence that could 
prove innocence, 

•The grand jury was not told the 
quantity and quality of evidence re- 
quired for on indictment. . 

•The grand jury heard and used 
illegal evidence. 

•The use of o grand jury denied 
his defendants due process because 
ProseciitorTC. Ellen Baxter’s office 
didn't develop o coherent, system- 


atic policy of choosing between 
grand jury and preliminary hearing 
prosecution. Instead, Wood charges, 
Baxter has chosen to use grand 
juries to prosecute drug cases only 
to avoid preliminary hearings,, 

•The acting prosecuting attorney 
and prosecution witnesses called be- 
fore the grand jurj’ expressed per- 
sonal opinion over -the guilt of the 
defendunts, and those actions consti- 
tute prosccutnrinl misconduct. '

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Lawmakers need cooperation to enact 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Congres- 
sional bargainers took four grueling 


just the bepnning. 

Lawmakers returning from their 
wccklong Thanksgiving recess now 
. must chisel into law the details of 
the agreement- whose taxes will 
'be increased, which programs will 
bo slashed — and also enact federal 
spending bills for the year. 

Their goal is to complete the task 
in about three weeks, in time for 
Christmas week. To accomplish so 
much in what for Congress is so lit- 
tle time, legislative lenders will 
have to got rare levels of obedience 
from House and Senate members. 

“This isn’t the early 1960s 
anymore, when you had (House 


Speaker) Sam’ Rayburn and (Senate 
Majority Leader) Lyndon Johnson 
running the House and Senate and 
there WM an iron-tisted rule over 
-what members did,” said Stanley E. 
Collcnder, a budget specialist with 
Touche Ross and Co., a Washington 
accounting firm. “Members ore in- 
creasingly- independent, _C8pecially 
subcommittee chairmen, who 'we’re 
counting on to implement a deal." 

October’s stock market collapse 
created ' a sense of urgency that 
sparked the talks. But it still took 
four weeks to work out a deal be- 
cause of the complexities of balanc- 
ing the White House’s distaste for 
taxes with the Democratic-con- 
trollcd Congress’ desire to cut de- 
fense and protect domestic 
prograrhs. 

Yet enacting the deficit-reduction 


agreement will be just os delicate a 
political juggling act. 

Two separate bills will have to be 
passed cohiorming wiih the pud. To 
achieve that, numerous pli^-ers will 
have to be made to march in lino: A 
dozen congrAslonal committees- 
that will be protecting their turf 
and-B Senate- and House- full of poli- 
ticians intent on guarding their elec- 
toral futures. 

In addition, Reagan administra- 
tion officials are likely to have some 
input into the shaping of the bills, 
further complicating the process. 

One measure would raise $9 bil- 
lion in taxes in the 1988 fiscal year, 
which began Oct. 1, and $14 billion 
more next year. It is also supposed 
to adjust government benefit pro- 
grams such ns Medicare, farm sup- 
ports and student loans, ns well as 


federal workers’ salaries, to save $4 
billion more, and include billions of 
dollars in asset sales and other 

ilcras. 

For that bill to even be co nside red 
for congressional approval,' mem- 
bers of the Senate Budget, Finance, 
Agriculture, Labor and Government 
AiTairs committees, and the House 
Budget, Ways and - Means, 
Agriculture, Education, and Govern- 
ment Operations panels w'ill have to 
be satisfied with the compon^ts. 

The House and Senate Appropria- 
tions committees also mil have to 
work out details of a second bill, con- 
taining $2.6 billion in reductions in 
domestic programs and a $5 billion 
cut in defense spending from an in- 
flation-adjusted increase over last 
.year’s levels.' Overall, the measure 
is expected to contoin about $590 


billion in federal spending for the 
year. 

Poradoxically, the defense spend- 

House appropriations committee 
contained less spending than the 
deficit-reduction package would 
allow. Thus, the' lowmakers will 
have to figure out how to distribute 
about $4 billion in additional mili- 
tary spending. up to $285.4 billion. 

‘These guys don't change their 
stripes overnight," said Peter J. 
Dovis, who monitors the federal 
budget for Prudential-Bachc 
Securities, when asked if commit- 
tees could bo expected to guard 
their jurisdiction carefully. "You’ll 
see a lot of that, he leadership will 
have to bludgeon them back into 
line."

The United States is continuing its 
rebound from last year’s' space 
flight failures with the successful 
launch of a spy satellite by the 
nation’s rfiost powerful unmanned 
rocket, which had been grounded 
for 18 months. 

Continued success with un- 
manned rockets will enable the Pen- 
tagon to launch a backlog of more 
than 30 vital military payloads, in- 
cluding those needed to monitor 
compliance with the nuclear armi 
agreement to be signed next week 
by p^ident Reagan and Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachov. 


A 16-story-tnll Titan 34D booster 
thundered into the sky Saturday 
night and propelled the satellite to- 
ward a 22.300-milc-high orbit, the 
so-called geostationary orbit where 
satellites appear to hover- over one 
point on the Earth. 

Although the Air Force did not 
identify the satellite, a civilian ex- 
pert sold it Is anqihcr in a scries in- 
tended to provide up to 30 minutes 
warning of an all-out missile attack. 

It was the second straight success 
for the Titan 34D since it vyns 
grounded for 18 months by the ex- 
plosion of one of the rockets in April 
1986 at Vandenberg Air Force Base, 


Calif. 

The redesigned Titan started on 
the comeback trail last month by or- 
biting a reconnaissance satellite 
from Vandenberg. 

Without the Titan '34D, and with 
the space shuttlo.s grounded by last 
year's Challenger explosion, the Air 
Force had been unable to lift heavy 
military payloads into space.

Aldridge called the back-to-back 
Titan successes mqjor steps in 
America's space launch recovery 
program and said they 
"demonstrate ' our operational 
launch capability from both the 
East and West coasts ... and empha- 
size our confidence in the Titan 
launch system and its ability to 
launch critical notional security 
payloads." ..

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Now that President Reagan and the congressio- 
nal leaders have agreed to reduce the budget 
deficit, what comes next? There's an uneasy pause 
as they wait for a reaction. 

'The stock market rose a little Monday, but the 
dollar's exchange rates fell again. The unproduc- 


has demonstrated chiefly that the American gov- 
ernment is unable to find either the will or the in- 
’ spiration to make more than the most minor chan- 
ges in its budget policy. 

When you hear that the deficit is to be cut $30 
billion this fiscal year, you need to ask: Cut from 
what level? ‘Th'e'^Trawerinharthese curs are cal- 
culated from the deficits that would otherwise 
occur, and those deficits are rising. 

The $30 billion cut this year, if it, actually 
happens, will do little more than to hold the defi- 
■ cit to- the same range as last year, when it was 
$148 billion. The $46 billion cut proposed for 1989 
would be similar. 

The message to the financial markets, and to 
anyone else who cares to listen, is that Reagan is 
’ leaving the present deficit to. his successor, and 
Congress .is not strong enough to impose any alter-, 
native of its own. 

There was great progress in deficit reduction 
last year, much of it unexpected, but the present 
coifipromise warns the world not to expect much 
more until the next president has taken office and .. 
^e gun to work on his own bu d get. 

But things might not work out so smoothly. The 
financial position of the United States is now ex- 
tremely unstable, and the odds do not favor those 
politicians who are counting on positive thinking 
to get the economy through the next 14 months to 
. . the next inauguration. - . 

This country is consuming far more than it pro- 
duces and is investing more than it saves. If it can- 
not begin to adjust and to balance its accounts by 
calculated policy, it runs a high risk that the ma'r- 
— ketS'will‘force*Ttto^djusHn-their-usual-blind-and — 
brutal fashion. The stock-market crash last 
month was the beginning of that adjustment 
process. 

A recession next year is not a certainty. But the 
chances of it are greatly increased by the inability, 
of the government to react quickly and surely to 
events like the crash. This adjustment, as it 
proceeds, will tend to push consumer spending 
down and interest rates up. 

It is impossible to forecast how fast this change 
will take place, or who will get hurt. But it is ap- 
parently going to go forward in the absence of fis- 
cal policy. 

Immobilized by the prospect of next year’s 
elections, the people who make budget policy here 
are letting the economy take its own course. The 
direction in^which it’s turning is not reassuring.

"We have o history in tht Democratic Party of 
shooting ourselves in the foot. I’m nut sure there 
will be a survivor out there," says Gov.

The governor said he has no preference now,

the current field with an obvious survivor next 
year, he will go to the convention as a legiti- 
mately uncommitted delegate. 

Andrus said none of the current six candidates 
has gotten him excited.

That year, u Texas corporation closed the 
9-1-ycar-old Bunker Hill Mining Co., a large 
lead, zinc and silver producer with 2.10Q, _ 
employees. 

I^llogg today still suffers 40 i)erci‘nt 
unemployment. But residents have a plan 
to save it from becoming o ghost town, unci 
, hope Uiut Sen, James McClure, IMdaho_, 

can play augur daddy. 

Their faith proved well-placed when 
McClure recently won Senate approval of a 
$6.4 milliojrgrant to pay half the coat of a 
gondola to carry.touriHts and skiers up Ml. 
Kellogg. 

The federol grant, which is conditioned 
only on the city coming up with matching 
funds.-would be just one of many economic 
development freebies that members of Con- 
gress insert in the budget each year, except 
for one thing. . 

The money will not be diapensed by the 
Economic Development Administration - 
which lost year turned down Kellogg's appli- 
cation for a gTant to build the gondola - but 
, by the U. S. Forest Service.

Farm legislation 
seminar planned

TWIN FALLS -- Farmers need 
to get involved in upcoming 
legislation, and the Idaho Rural 
Coundl is providing the forum 
for teem take on the task. 

'It is time for people in rural 
communities to lot their elected

‘council director. 

— Bcavoy-saitLNiohol&r-a-former- 
high school teacher and a current 
farmer, is in the mold of Texas ' 
Agriculture Commissioner Jim 
Hightower, who visited southern 
Idaho in July to talk about farm 
problems and solutions. . 

Minnesota is ^among a few 
steteson the leading edge of legis- 
lation to help the agricultural 
economy, Peovey said. 

‘'Nichols’ efforts with the Min-* 
ncsota legisloture hovehcen in- 
strumental in stabilizing the 


form industry In that state,” she 
said. *His programs have at- 
tracted national attention.’' ' 

Among those programs is a 
farmer-lender mediation bill simi- 
lar to a measure tee Idaho Legis- 
lature considered this year, but 
failed to pass. The measure 
would have required mediation 
before foreclosure, but bankers 
successfully fought tee bill. 

Walt Mueller, Idaho Rural 
Council president and a TVin 
Falls farmer, said the farmer- 
'lender mediation proposal will be 
a high priority this coming 
session. 

"Even Congress has recognized 
tee importance of mediation by 
proposing matching federal 
monies to states with their own 
mediation program,” Mueller 
said. 

He said Nichols will discuss 
Minnesota's bill and what con- 
gressional leaders require of 
state measures.

The group, fol- 
lowing the Snake River, had crossed Rock Creek 
and mode camp on the river for the night. 

Walker wrote, "Oppositejiur camp, quite a 
stream of water gushes'but of the rocky side. of 
.the hill. It is so white and gushing teat at flibt i 
did not suspect it wos water. Springs in this coun- 
try arc said to lose themselves fn the sand and 
then gush out again in this manner. The roar of - 
.the wotcr is heard for some distance." 

The two diaries relote that the following day 
more springs were passed bnd camp that night 
was "opposite a largo spring which flows oyer the 
bank 160 or 200 feet high," according to the First' i 
White Women Over the Rockies, Vol, II, Clifford 
Merrill Drury. 

When John C. Fremont visited the volley in

The following day Fremoni’s parly crossed Ihe ' 
Snake River by boat and epenta halfdoy inspect- 
ing the springs. The measurements the parly 
took of the river showed.it to bo “1,786 feet in 
breddth.'with banks 200 feet high." He continued 
in his jeumah, "We were surprised, on our arrival 
at the opposite side, to find u beautiful busin of 
cleor water, formed by the foiling river, around 
which the rocks were whitened by some saline in- 
crustation ... it is a picturesque spot of singular 
^nuty,.ovcr8hadowcd by bushes, from under 
which the torrent glances, tumbling into the 
white basin below, where the clear water con- 
trasted beautifully with the muddy strcom ofthe' 
river.” . 

Fremont recorded the temperature of the 
spring at 58 degrees, while the river was 51. His 
meosurements showed the spring issuing fVom 
the canyon wall 45 feef above the river an'd 162 


' feet below the top ofthe canyon, 

The following day Fremont commented on the 
' “mmgled beauty and grandeur ofthe river. Over 
the edge of the black diffs, and out from their 
faces, are falling numberless streams and 
springs; and all the line of the river is in motion 
with the play ofthe water. In about seven miles 
we reached the most beautiful and picturesque 
falls I had seen on tec river. On the opposite side, 
the. vertical fall is perhaps 18 feet high; ond 
nearer, the sheet of foaming woter is divided ond 
broken in cataracts, where several little islands 
on the brink andin the river above, give it such 
picturesque beouty, ond make it one of those 
.placea.the.travclcr turns again and again to fix in 
his memory.” 

Two years lotcr, William Watson on his way to 
Oregon, commented fn his diary July 28, 1849, on 
seeing a large spring on the opposite side ofthe 
river. The next day he describe j some of the 
other springs along the river us “the greatest nat- 
ural curiosities thot 1 ever saw; the first one boil- 
ing out ofthe (op of a bluff pouring down some 
200 feet,, looking vcty bcnqtiful; Within one mile

A spokesman from the Idaho State Police soys nobody in the cor 
was wearing a seatbeolt. ■ 

The next time you complain that scot belts and child safety seats ore 
uncomfortable, too restrictive or too much of a hassle consider that on in- 
fant safety scot may hove saved that two-week-old baby’s life, and, hod 
her brother been strapped in a scat of his own. the accident might have 
been avoided all together. 

Also consider these facts; 

Motor vehicle accidents are the number one cause of death and injury 
1 'for children, claiming more lives than any disease or occidental cause. 

' And it’s estimated that 86 percent of the children who die in motor vchi- 
’ eJe accidents could have been saved-by buckling up. 

Although all 50 states now require drivers to protect young children 
with safety seats and seat belts, the majority of kids still ride unsecured. 
Drivers claim a long list of reasons for not securing their children. But 
the facta are that seat belts and child safety scats protect children from 
injury in a crash, and prevent accidents froip happening. 

Child safety scats are designed specifically for infanta and small 
children. They protect distributing crash forces over a large area of their 
small bodies., These safety restraints also. prevent children from grab- 
bing the steering wheel, readjusting the mirrors or otherwise distracting 
the driver. Safety scats and belts keep kids from climbing out or falling 
outofear doors and windows. 

• And in an emergency, such restraints free the driver to swerve or slam 
on the brakes without worrying obout frcc-flying children. 

Without n aafe^ scat, an unsecured 20 lb. child becomes a 600 lb. ob- 
- ject that is thrown towards the windshield, iksl^ard or outside the 
vehicle. . < 

Some parents save scat belts for night driving, long trips, freeway 
travel, night driving and “hazardous driving conditions." 

Yet of the fatal and ii\jury accidents in Idaho in 1984, half happened 
between noon and 7 p.m. Ninety-seven percent happened in or near 
town. Sixty-nine percent happened on dry roads. Only 16 percent were 
on ice or snow. ‘

Dr'ug kills cancer without harm to tissue 

A drug activated In the body by light con destroy cancer with- 
out harming normal tissue, say U.S. doctors who experimented 
with the therapy in China. 

In u report a repent New England Journal of Medicine, doctors 
described how they treated blodder cancer patients by first inject- 
ing them with a drug called hematoporphj^n, which remains ip 
tumor ceUs, but seems to pass through normol cells. 

After waiting two days, the physiciana shine light on~ tnc can- 
cerous cells in the lining of the blodder. The light excites the 
hematoporphyrin that remains in these cancer cells and kills the 
cells, but normal cells thot don’t contain hematoporphyrin are 
spared.

Most people are exposed to the cold apre Anrus by 
the time they reach adulthood and develop ontibodica'that help 
protect them during later encounters with the genital herpes

' — cChlld 'ULfScy I4als may oe wortlT' 
less if they on not used correctly. 
All seats ore to be used with the ve- 
hicle's safety belts properly 
fastened. Installation and ^Its dif- 
fer foe each, seat end .ear instivc*- 
tion manuals should be followed 
- exactly. 

Infant oeats ore smaller and 
lighter in weight than other seats, 
designed to be in a semi-reclined 
position, facing the rear of the 
vehicle. Seventy-five percent of colli- 
sions occur to. the front of vehicles, 
thus throwing the child towards the 
dashboard. Facing the rear of the ve-^ 
hide allows the infont's back toi 
take the force of the collision. For 
best protection,, don’t turn your 
baby to face forwari until he or she 
is able to sit alone ~ and preferably 
not until ago 9 to 12 months. 

Safety scots designed just for tod- 
dlers don't redine. Users should 
weigh ot least 17 pounds and 
should be able to sit up alone. 

Convertible scots include fea- 
tures for infonts and toddlers, mok- 
ing them suitable for children from 
-<birth to about 4 ycors old. or 40 
pounds. Many have ^ five-port har- 
ness which holds the shoulders ond 
lap. An armrest or playtroy-offers 
no protection ot oil. and may moke 
the scat more difficult to use. 

Safety booster scats are designed 
to offer upper body restraint for 
kids who ore too hcovy and too tall 
to use infant ond toddler seats. But 
experts advise parents not to rush 
the graduation from toddler seat to - 
booster scat. Wait until your child 
is tall enough so his head and cars 
ore above the top of the conven- 
tional safety scat. 

Of course, scat belts are odvised 
— for>«veiyons-in -ovcry-vchiclc- But— 
don’^ try to protect two persons with 
one :^oat belt. Safety belts arc de- 


signed to fU snugly and to stretch 
on impact When two persons ore 
belted together, the Impact of a 
crash may squeeze or crush one 

overlspp^ to safely resown thrM 
people: attach belts eo each belt 
covers two persons, snd each person 
has a seat ^It attached at each side 
of their body. 

It's also a good idea to put the 
kids in the backseat whenever 
tOMible. Not only ar * *b»v fartbar 
rom’ihe moat likely site of impact, 
the backseat puts kids farther out 
of reach.-making It easier for their 
pannts to resist doing child care 
while driving. __ 

^ Idaho-law stataa that children 
weighing lees 40 pounds or un- 
der age four must ride in approved 
child car safety seats. Intended to 
remind and encourage parents to 
protect their children from the dan- 
gers of motor vehicle accidents, the^ 
child safety seat lows have been ifi' 
effect in Idaho since January 1985. 

According to that law, children 
must be snuggly fitted into the 
eefety seat and the scot must be 
properly fastened to the vehicle 
with the car safety belt. 

There are numerous cxceptiohd to 
the law: exempt arc day care opera- 
tors and others transporting 
children other than their own, and 
persons operating vehicles without 
manufacturer-installed safety belts. 
Violators focc no jury trial or jail 
time. The fine moy be waived when 
porents show they hove the re- 
quired safety seat. 

But the intent of the law is clear. 
Statistics show that scat belts and 
sofety scats sovc lives. Wcoring a 
scot belt doubles your chances of 
surviving on Occident with little or 
no injury. 

And children need the assistance 
and training to make scat belt use a 
habit
